tire. They write from the Polefines, that 
the French have broken down the Bridges 
that were over the Ditch of la Badia before 


the Gates of St. Roch and St. John, and. 


have alfo ruin’d the Bridge that was at Ramo 
di Palo, above Lendenara on the little Adige. 
They had receiv’d a Reinforcement of 200 
Grenadiers. 500 other French Soldiers ha- 
ving with them 2 Pieces of Cannon, were 
fortifying themfelves at Torretta on the Tar- 
taro above Zelo, in order to difpute the Paf- 
fage of the Imperialifts in Cafe they fhould 
pafs the Adige above Legnago to attack la 
Badia on that fide in Flank, while other 
Troops fhould attack it in Front. Letters 
from Verona advife, that the Regiment of 
Wolfenbuttel of about 800 Aen was advanc’d 
into the Trentin, and that it was to be fol- 
low’d by feveral other Troops and Recruits 
that are ftill in Germany, their March having 
been retarded by the great Snows. One of 
the Barks which the Duke of Vendome caus’d 
to be equipp’d, to cruize on the Lake of Gar- 
da, meeting with one of the Imperialifts in 
which were 7 Captains, 30 Soldiers, and 700 
Suits of Cloaths for their Forces in the Bref- 
fan, took it after fome Refiftance ; in the 
Action 3 Captains and fome of the Soldiers 
were kill’d. VVe have Advice from Manta, 
that rhe Dutchefs of chat Name is arriv’d there 


from Adiian, The 6th a Troop of Horfe a= 


tiv’dhere from Dalmatia, and is to be follow’d 
by 3 others, affoon as the tempeftuous VVea- 
ther is over.
